Antwerp is the capital of the. pro- 
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vince whoſe name it bears, belonging to 
the Auſtrian Netherlands, and under the 
1 dominion of the Empreſs Queen. It 
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is ſituated on the eaſtern ſhore of the 


Scheld, a noble river twenty feet deep 
at low water, ſo that jos of great bur- 
then may unload upon the 2 or en- 
ter the town by eight canals, which com- 
municate with the river; ſome of which 
areh large enough to contain a hundred 
ſhips at the ſame time. 

The city is much decayed from! its an 
tient grandeur, tho' it till remains a 
beautiful place. It is built in the form 


of a creſcent, about ſeven miles in cir- 


cumference, ſurrounded with a wall and 
baſtions faced with ſtone; the top of the 


wall is a hundred feet broad, with a dou- 


ble row of trees, between Which“ is a moſt 
agreeable walk. The ſtreets are well 


paved, very ſpacious and uniform; the 


houſes in general are ſeven or eight ſto- 


ries high, but old, and in that miſerable 
ſtyle of building, which diſgraces the 
towns in Holland. At the diſtance of a 


quarter of a mile is the Citadel, built by 
the Duke of Alva to keep the city in 
ſubjection; it ſtands on the banks of 
the Scheld, and commands at once the 
river, the city and the adjacent country; 
it is built, in a pentagonal form, with 


five baſtions, which defend each i ä

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To this citadel is only one entrance, 1 
 nbicki is over a draw-bridge. It is about 
a mile in circumference and well ſup- 
plied with arms, ammunition, and all 
warlike ſtores, with barracks for three 
thouſand men. This fortreſs has been 
in ſuch repute for ſtrength and regu- 
larity, that it has been a model for ſub- 
ſequent Engineers; 1 
which the French in 1746 took it in 
ſeven days. 

The trade af nents] is now bond 
within narrow limits, tho' ſo late as the 
middle of the ſixteenth century, there 
were two hundred thouſand Inhabitants, 
two thouſand five hundred ſhips lying 
often in the river at a time; and it was 
far from unfrequent for five hundred 
veſſels to come in, or go out of the har- 
bour in a day. 

The trade of Antwerp in the year 
1550, if the annals of their city can be 
relied on, amounted to one hundred and 
thirty-three millions of gold, without in. 
cluding the bank. 

As an inſtance of the amazing opu- 
lence of the merchants, there is a ſtory 
upon record of John Daens a merchant, 
who lent a million of gold to Charles V. 
to carry on his wars in Hungary. The
